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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

1 , Claims 7- 1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claimed invention of a 
dynamic fuzzy logic control system, as claimed by the Applicant. Specifically, independent claims 
7, 13, and 16 disclose the use of PID controllers that integrate and/or differentiate fuzzy numbers 
during their operation. The prior art makes inferences in the fuzzy domain, but performs no 
arithmetic or calculus in the fuzzy domain. 

The closest prior art of Yamaoka et al. teaches the use of a standard fixzzy control system, 
but fails to teach the use of PID controllers that integrate and/or differentiate fuzzy numbers 
during their operation. To the extent that this feature is not found in the prior art cited by 
Examiner, independent claims 7, 13, and 16 and their dependent claims are allowed
